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Preface 


The organization of the Friends of the Corcoran five years ago must be viewed as 
an important event in the history of the Gallery. The group was formed to pur¬ 
chase modern painting and sculpture to augment the permanent American collection 
of the Gallery and to encourage individual donations among its membership. The 
record of its accomplishments to date is impressive, considering the newness of the 
group, as works by artists including Karl Knaths, George L. K. Morris, Edwin 
Dickinson and Richard Anuszkiewicz have now entered the permanent collection of 
the Corcoran. The efforts of the Friends to expand its membership on a national 
level and to provide even more significant works of art to meet the Gallery’s needs 
must be acknowledged as of singular importance to the Corcoran’s future as a 
national center of American art. 

The present exhibition, marking the fifth anniversary of the Friends, is 
divided into two sections. One section is devoted to the American works which 
have entered the collection as purchases and as individual contributions. The second 
section, composed of works which are in the private collections of members of the 
group, was assembled with discrimination and insight by Mrs. Bernhard Bechhoefer, 
the chairman of the special committee appointed to fulfill this exacting and time- 
consuming task. 

The Gallery can take considerable pride in this Exhibition, representative of 
the private collections of those actively associated with the Corcoran Gallery of Art.

In October 1961 under the dynamic leadership of our first president, Judge 
Edward Beard, the Corcoran Gallery of Art graciously enabled the Friends to 
arrange their first show, a delightful presentation of thirty-nine works of art lent 
by members and their friends. In the spring of 1964 the Gallery again gave us an 
opportunity to share with the community, quality paintings and sculpture from 
Washington collections. At that time the works of seventy-nine artists were assem¬ 
bled from forty-seven lenders, only ten of whom were members of the Friends. 

Now, once again with the enthusiastic support of Mr. Williams, plus the 
incredibly cooperative attitude which our members continually display, the exhibi¬ 
tions chairman, Mrs. Bernhard Bechhoefer, has compiled a show of depth and dimen¬ 
sion, assembled completely from forty-five member-lenders. Seventy-two artists, with 
a commendably high ratio of sculptors to painters, are represented. 

I wish to express the gratitude of the Directors to all who have had a part 
in the creation of this exhibit. To them we tender accolades for a tremendous assign¬ 
ment satisfactorily fulfilled. The splendid results reflect the months of research, 
application and devotion by Mrs. Bechhoefer, her committee and Curator of the 
Corcoran, James Harithas. We are much indebted to Mr. Harithas for his cheerful, 
unflagging consideration of content decisions and his undertaking the highly cre¬ 
ative matter of the show’s installation.

Introduction 


The Friends of the Corcoran present the Fifth Anniversary Exhibition in further¬ 
ance of their dedication to “the stimulation of interest in the collecting of works of 
art by individuals and the continuing growth and advancement of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art in the nation’s capital.” 

This Exhibition aims to bring to the public a selection of paintings and 
\ sculpture which indicates the enormous range of “the contemporary spirit” in the 

world of art — that spirit which has been exploding in so many directions during the 
past seventy years. Professor Herbert J. Muller, in his recent book, Freedom in 
the Modern World , stresses the fact that historians are generally agreed on using 
such titles as The Middle Ages, The Renaissance, and The Age of Enlightenment in 
order to describe periods in history, literature, and the arts, but that they are gener¬ 
ally not agreed upon an appropriate name for the nineteenth century because of the 
extraordinary diversity of thought in every category. “How can one label the thought 
of so diverse a group as Coleridge, Hegel, Schopenhauer, Comte, Emerson, Marx, 
Mill, Kierkegaard, Taine, Arnold, Nietzsche and Spencer? Or the art of Goethe, 
Wordsworth, Balzac, Flaubert, Dickens, Whitman, Wagner, Zola, Dostoyevsky, 
Tennyson, Ibsen and Mallarme?” * One must necessarily look back to this astound¬ 
ing era to realize how the nineteenth century visual artists began to burst the bonds 
of traditional “great art.” 

’* Moving into the twentieth century one faces a similar or related dilemma of 

determining an appropriate term, made the more difficult by the lack of needed perspec¬ 
tive, and by the extreme diversity of spirit. For how can one find a label for the think¬ 
ing of so diverse a lot as Proust, Gide, Paul Valery, Freud, Niebuhr, Tillich, 
Stravinsky, Schonberg, Von Webern, Gropius, Eugene O’Neill, T. S. Eliot, James 
Joyce, Marshall McLuhan, and Einstein? Within such an explosion of theory and 
practice we see a breakdown in conventions inherent in the internationalization of 
thought, and we know also that technology and the sciences, along with every sort of 
freedom in philosophies, morals, sociological behavior, have been pointing the direc¬ 
tion for the arts. As in previous eras, the artists create within the ambiance of the 
v period in which they work, and therefore we find no label, nor is there a theme or 

leitmotif which illuminates the bursting of energy which is the contemporary spirit. 

Therefore there is indeed no label to cover the personal tastes of the indi¬ 
viduals who are collectors of art. The paintings and sculpture in this exhibition

were chosen from hundreds of works which are privately owned by members of the 
Friends of the Corcoran. None has ever before been publicly shown in the Wash¬ 
ington area. Even this requirement imposed a considerable limitation, as many of 
the more famous works of art collected by the Friends have been previously exhibited. 
No attempt was made to create an exhibition stressing specific trends, but rather to 
choose from as many collections as possible and, within these, art of genuine radi¬ 
ance. Each collection manifests highly developed personal taste, sometimes inter¬ 
national in flavor, often concentrating on one period or genre, but more often show¬ 
ing overwhelming interest in contemporary Americans. Consequently American art 
forms a preponderant share of the Exhibition. From the very large number of 
possible inclusions the Exhibition Committee sometimes settled upon the yardstick 
of “no apathy in the viewer.” 

The Friends are fortunate to include in the membership several distinguished 
collectors from New York and from other parts of the country, who are interested in 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art as a continuously vital institution. The out-of-Washington 
members have been most generous in lending and, in truth, extending the vision of 
this Exhibition. To all of our lenders we owe a tremendous debt of gratitude. The 
particular pleasure of sharing their beautiful possessions becomes a deed which 
reaches far into the future, stimulating others to collect, and then, in turn, to share. 
Each of the collections visited is a growing collection, open to further expansion and 
refinement. This by itself indicates the glory of projection into the years ahead. 

Many types of activity make up the organization of a Collectors’ Exhibition, 
and all Committee members gave of their time, effort and advice to make the exhibi¬ 
tion a reality. The process of selection and condensation was aided immeasurably 
by two diligent vice-chairmen, Mrs. James Campbell and Mrs. Serge Sacknoff, and 
in particular by Mr. James Harithas, Curator of the Corcoran Gallery, whose astute 
judgment was helpful in every aspect of the work. Mrs. Tompkins Parker, President 
of the Friends during the entire period of the conception and organization of the 
Exhibition, has provided inspiration, taste, imagination, and fruitful guidance. Mrs. 
Stanley Bregman has caught the excitement inherent in organizing this type of 
exhibition, and has been able to publicize our efforts in the most effective manner. 
To Mr. Hermann Warner Williams, the Director, and to the entire Gallery staff, the 
Friends are extremely grateful—for unfailing cooperation, advice and encourage¬ 
ment, as well as for the hard extra work engendered by the difficult job of installa- 


tion, including the many details delegated to the Registrar. To the Service Guild 
of Washington we are most grateful for the additional guard-service given as added 
protection for the duration of the Exhibition. Many members of the Friends have 
given aid in many ways, including financial support which has made this Catalogue 
possible. Mr. Kurt Wiener has provided a notably fine contribution in the creative 
and meticulous efforts which produced this useful Catalogue. Mr. Victor Amato 
has given generously and efficiently of his high photographic talent. Mr. William 
Bechhoefer has designed the special poster commemorating the Five Years. Mrs. 
Fleming Bomar, Chairman of Hospitality for the Friends, deserves thanks from the 
membership for organizing the Gala Opening of the Exhibition. 

To the Board of Directors of the Friends of the Corcoran I am grateful for 
their sponsorship of an Exhibition to celebrate the first Five Years—an Exhibition 
which I sincerely hope conveys The Contemporary Spirit within the steady progress 
of the Corcoran Gallery of Art.
